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'CURING  DRUG  ADDICTS  ILLEGALLY',  'CURING  THE  INCURABLES',  and  the  miracle 
of  the  regeneration  itself:  these  are  the  paradoxes  of  The  Synonon  Foundation  in 
Santo  Monica. 

The  illegality  comes  about  because  of  a  court  decision  which  convicted  Synanon 
of  functioning  as  a  hospital  but  permitted  it  to  do  so,  at  least  until  mid-July.  One 
of  the  'incurables'  that  you  will  hear,  took  drugs  for  18  years  despite  treatment  by 
every  kind  of  private  and  governmental  agency.  Then  he  went  to  Synanon  House 
more  than  two  years  ago,  and  he  has  needed  neither  drugs  nor  alcohol  since. 
Seventy  other  people  are  living  testimony  of  the  'incurable  cured'.  Regeneration  by 
the  combined  and  voluntary  efforts  of  the  addicts  themselves  involves  group  verbal 
inner  actions  called  'synanons'.  A  psychologist  might  describe  these  as  leaderless 
group  therapy. 

Much  of  the  KPFK  Documentary  called  'HOUSE  OF  HOPE'  is  based  on  interviews 
that  Art  Wadsworth  taped  during  his  five-day  stay  at  Synanon  House.  Of  the  'dope 
fiends'  he  lived  with,  he  reports:  "Their  kindness  and  frankness,  their  general  integrity 
and  humanity  toward  each  other — these  are  truly  impressive.  The  family  atmosphere 
of  interested  friendliness  is  most  agreeable  to  witness." 
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The  KPFK  Documentary  titled  'Miracle  or  Menace'  is  based  on  interviews  by  Brian 
Roper  and  Art  Wadsworth  of  'pro  and  con'  people  who  have  one  common  trait — an 
interest  in  Synanon. 

Hearing  the  people  of  Synanon  House  openly  discuss  their  experiences  with  drugs 
and  the  law  should  be  of  great  interest  to  KPFK  listeners  on  Thursday,  June  15,  at 
8:00  p.m.,  and  the  second  part  on  Friday,  June   16,  at  8:00  p.m.
